New York Brokers Arrange a 
Cock-Crowing Match 
for $5,000. 


The Novel Contest Agreed Upon by Messrs. 
Jerome and Taylor at a Banquet-=Prepara* 
tions ona Large Scale for the Match—A 
Talk With the Principals.

New YorK, May 29.—It is a well-known 
physiological fact that, unless under the 
stimulant of unaccustomed nose titillation, 
snuff, cayenne pepper or something of the 
kind, no man ever sneezes more than three 
times consecutively.

““Anything like finesse or the appearance of 
finesse or trick in dealing with | such 
an issue as the tariff for revenue 
or a tariff for the protection of certain class- 


es of our citizens wil® greatly weaken the ‘ 


party resorting toit. I know of no position 
more impregnable and upon which it is more 
important for the Democratic party to form 
its line than that public property can not be 
taken for vbrivate use under any pre- 
text. The only ground upon which any 
individual can be deprived of his property is 
to benefit the community, and whenever 
such an exigency arises he must be first 
justly compensated. ‘he form of exaction 
is immaterial, just as much as the place and 
the tax collected in the interior, or 
at a man’s residence, or at a sea- 
port of entry, and under a tariff 
law, an excise or direct tax law, it is all the 
same; and to be Justified must be in the 
name and for the use of the Government of 
the United States. With this principle once 
laid down, the rate of taxation will be easily 
measured by public engineers, and such a 
spectacle as was witnessed at the last ses- 
sion of Congress of a handful of men 
representing private interests and controll- 
ing and moulding the public laws of taxa- 
tion to suit those interests, will never again 
be tolerated by honest public sentiment. 
SENATOR M DONALD, 

says: ““The tariff issue as connected with 
the general subject of revenue reforin, will 
necessarily be an important question in all 
future political contests until itis settled up- 
on the doetrines of the Constitution, and the 
principles of sound political economy. We 
may be some time reaching a solution of the 
question, but as the public mind becomes to 
be enlightened it will not be satis- 
fied with any tariff that has not 
for its government nor with its details any 
tariff law in which the duties laid upon for- 
eign merchandise shall be above the revenue 
point.

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The Body of a Missing Girl Taken 
From the River. 


The Sad Story of Miss Anna Bauerlein’s 
Disappearance—A Bullet Wound Shows 
That a Murder was Committed—Var- 
ious Theories About the Mystery. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Kansas Ciry, May 29.—The finding of the 
body of a young woman in the river at Boon- 
ville yesterday, develops into a sensation 
equal almost to the Zou Watkins or Maggie 
Hennecke disappearances. Yesterday after- 
noon John Long, a Boonville fisher- 
man, discovered the body of a young 
woman, badly Gecomposed, entangled in the 
drift-wood onthe bank. The Coroner’s in- 
vestigation showed the body to be that of 
Miss Anna Bauerlein, aud that she had 
been foully dealt with, for a _ bul- 
let hole in the groin showed plainly 
the cause of death. Investigations here re- 
veal a remarkable story surrounded with 


many mysterious circumstances. 

ANNA BAURELEIN 
was the daughter of Jacob Bauerlein, one of 
the wealthiest and most prominent residents 
in this city. She was twenty-six years old, 
fairly good looking, well educated and ac- 


complished. On the afternoon of the Ist of 
April she left her home on Harrison 
street, near Eighth, tocall on a friend at 
Fourth street and Holmes, which is about 
an eighth of a mile from the river, ata 
rather deserted point. She did not return, 
and her family made inquiries, and learned 
that she had not called upon 
ber friend. The matter was reported to the 
police, but for some reason at present un- 
known, the family refused to allow the facts 
to be made public. An advertisement was 
inserted in the papers without signature 
oifering her 
FINANCIAL AID 
if she wished it. Until yesterday nothing 
had been heard from her. Letters were 
also dropped in the Post-office for her and 
they have been delivered, but when or to 
whom, the Post-office officials cannot re- 
member. Jacob Bauerlein, the father of 
the dead girl, is near! fran- 
tic over the affair. He says 
his daughter was ambitious and desired to 
earn her own living, a course to which her 
family seriously objected. She, however, 
answered attractive advertisements in 
the papers,and he thinks through this 
practice she lost herr life. He thinks 
she was decoyed through an _  adver- 
tisement to some house of _ill-repute 
and in attempting to escape was killed and 
her body thrown into the river. He says he 
believed all along that she was still in the 
city, and had secured employment some- 
where. He did not wish to 
MAKE A 8CANDA 
and so kept the matter out of the papers. 
The father and brothers of the dead girl 
have gone to Boonville for the body. The 
bullet wound is such that it could not possi- 
bly bave been self-inflicted, and the theory 
of suicide is untenable. There are 
several theories afloat, but the one gener- 
ally accepted is that. she met 
some man with whom she was in love, al- 
though no such person is known, and that in 
some lovers’ quarrel he killed her and after- 
wards cast her body into the river. Her 
friends all adhere to the theory expressed by 
her father, and say that she was not receiv- 
ing the attention, of anyone. 
EVIDENTLY MURDERED. 

The body was found late last night by a 
fisherman, o®Boonville named Long. The 
girl was attired in a black cashmere dress, 
with pocket and sleeve facings of black silk, 
over which she wore a riding-skirt made in 
two parts with two rows of plaiting at the 
bottom, and white pearl buttons down the 
front. She had on a urple flannel 
undershirt, brown gents’ half hose and 
white tops sewed on, held by a 
plain rubber garter and wore number 3 side- 
lace shoes. She wore fastening a large lace 
collar a gold breastpin resembling an arch 
or inverted letter VY with raised Roman gold 
leaves and hook for pendant. She wore on 
her left hand a lisie-thread glove reaching 
half way to the elbow and with insertion 
top. In her pocket was a white handker- 
chief on which was the ietter B, torn and 
sewed up across the center, and in 
her breast was a folded white 
handerchief on which was written in 
ink—Bauerlein. The hair on her head was 
one, but the color is indicated by that un- 
er her arm, which is black, and the flesh 
on her face was »o much cut off by the ef- 
fects of the water as to make her not recog- 
nizabie. Her teeth were esvecially good. A 
bullet-hole was found entering her bod 
midway between her left hip and the small 
of the back, with holes through her dress 
and underclothing in the rear to match, and 
taking a slight downward course. The bul- 
let came out in frontin the groin. That was 
the only visible mark of violence that her 
body presented.

Warm Discnssion on the Subject of In- 
strumentai Music in Churches. 


PITTSBURG, May 29.—The discussion of 
the instrumental music question attracted a 


large audience at to-day’sf'!session of the 
United Presbyterian Assembly. Rey. 
J. Jamison opened the proceedings 


with prayer. Report of the committee on 
the consolidation of the board of publication 
and the permanent Sabbath school commit- 
tee was adopted. At 10 o’clock the commit- 
tee on bills and overtures presented majori- 
ty 6 minority reports, both of which were 
read. 

At the conclusion offthe readingja resolu- 
tion was offered to adopt the majority re- 
port.

The Markets. 
FORENOON SESSION. 

The country is flocking to St. Louis. every train 
arriving here bringing large numbers from the 
rural “‘deestricks.’’ They come to buy wheat and 
they are buying it. The Exchange floor is throng- 
ed with them; the grain pit and the Gall Board 
overfiow with them, Standing behind their brok- 
ers they punch them in the back and eagerly 
whisper, ‘“‘Givet’em five-eighths—give ’em seven- 
eights—give ’em six—give ’em anything—buy it, 
only buy it.”” This is one reason for the extraor- 
dinary strength shown by this market. Buyers 
outnumber sellers ten to one. It is 81 over ggain, 
only more so. Perhaps the grangers will walk 
home in the end, but so far they are on the right 
side. The wheat crop is fearfully short; they 


know it and are banking on it. But the country 
has always been a good thing for the longs to un- 
load on.——Chicago’s stock of grain this morning 
was 5,807,051 bu. wheat, 3.257.359 bu. corn, 564,246 
bu. Oats, 718,007 bu. rye, 32,247 bu, barley. This 
shows a decrease for the week of 245.587 bu. in 
wheat, 1,084,019 bu. in corn and 17,815 bu. in 
oats and an inerease of bu. in 
rye.——Frost is reported in different sections- 
lust night. R. J. Williams. of Fayette, Mo., 
wires: “Frost last night; very cool. No improve- 
ment: many reports of Hessian fly.”——Decora- 
tion Day to-morrow, and the Merchants’ Ex- 
change will be closed to 
the leading exchanges of the country. Conse- 
quently the Post-DisPpATcH will lack its usual 
daily commercial columns and telegraphic mar- 
Kets.——A telegram from Bonne Terre, Mo., 
says: “Accounts of crops very unfavorable. 
Heavy rains here, Great damgge reported to 
crops by frosts.”’ ot 

John O. Mellon's postscript to his reguiar re- 
port of to-day will be: “There bas been a steady 
depreciation in the condition of the winter wheat 
in all the principal winter wheat States, increas- 
ing the shortage largely. I now estimate the to- 
tal deficiency as at least 160,000,000 of bushels, 
and it will probably reach 175.000,000. Some leaa- 
ing houses here and in Toledo and Chicago place 
the figures as high as 200,000,000. ” 

The wheat market was rather mixed to-day, 
and prices jumped around: in a wild way. The 
feeling Was more unsettled and uncertain than it 
has been. Sellers were not shy, nor were buyers 
so bola, but the number of the latter were still 
considerably in excess of sellers, owing to the 
crowd of countrymen on the floor. More atten- 
tion was given to outside markets than has been 
the case lately, and their fluctuations were pretty 
closely followed here, Chicago being the chief in- 
fluence at work. In that market there was a con- 
siderable decline early. caused, it was 
sald, by certain operators pounding prices 
down for a scalp, but there was 
also said to be free buying, too. New York was 
very weak during the early hours, though ofier- 
ings were said to be small. These declines else- 
where gave more confidenceto local shorts and 
afser a strong opening here prices let down, but 
reacted sharply after the ten o’clock call, on 
more encouraging advices that brought out 
urgent seilers, vgain eased off from this advance, 
only to jump up stifflv after the noon cail: but 
this show of strength was short-lived. for values 
soon weakened and subsequently went down 
steadily, closing at declines of 5c tor June, July 
and October, *,@'yc for August, *,cfor September 
and '4c for year. Corn—Futures exhibited weak- 
ness pretty much ail the time, reported declines 
and an easy feeling in other markets, together 
With liberal receipts at Western points and antic- 
pated larger arrivals to come in- 
ducing a desire to sell. The close 
was dull and nominal, with May, September 
and vear 4c above yesterday's latest bids, while 
June was 1-16¢ off and July and August we lower.

THE STRIKE, 

The foolish women of Belleville yester- 
day started anew a quarrel that had once 
been settled, and their vixenish intermed- 
dlingin a bad business,in which they showed 
themselves to be worse than the men, resulted 
in a collision between the rioters and the au- 
thoritiesin which one of the crowd was killed. 
The killing will probably be used to excite 
the passions of riot afresh, but there is no 
reason to believe that it was anything more 
than an accident. Jf the soldiers had 
wished to do any harm to the rioters itis 
absurd to suppose that -three companies 
could have fired intoa mob and killed only 
one man. The wonder is not that one man 
was killed, but that in the excitement 
of the moment there were not more stray 
shots, and, considering the natural excite- 
ment ofthe situation, the militia deserve 
great credit for having dispersed the mob 
without more serious loss of life. 

But the rioters bave learned, for the second 
time within three days, that the State of 
illinois is not to be governed by a mob, and 
that any men, or bodies of men, in that State, 
who have a grievance, must look to the laws 
and to the regularly constituted authorities 
for redress. Itis very sad to reflect that in 
any State of the union this simple and fun- 
damental truth can be taught only by the 
presence of the armed militia of the State, 
but in the present instance there was no other 
way of teaching the lesson. Common sense 
should have taught the strikers that they 
were powerless against the authority of the 
State, and that the conditions under which 
they had entered into the contest madeit a 
hopeless onefor them. But common sense 
has been sadly wanting in the whole con- 
duct of the strike, which js been from the 
starta blind and violent revolt not only 
against the peace of the commonwealth, but 
against every idea of reason and justice. 

The striking miners have done more in- 
jury to the cause of the workingmen in a 
week than all the capitalists in the district 
could do by any combined effort. They 
have forfeited all claim to that public 
sympathy which naturally goes with 
every honest effort toimprove the condition 
of the workingmen, and will have only 
themselves to thank if future efforts to be 
made by them shall be looked on with dis- 
favor. Threats and attempts at destruction 
of property, violent interference with the 
rights of labor, defiance of law and resist- 
ance to authority, are arguments which 
permit no other answer than the prompt and 
determined exercise of the highest power of 
the State to protect itself, and in chroni- 
cling the failure of the strike it is to be re- 
gretted that there is not one word of excuse 
or palliation to be uttered in defence of the 
strikers. 


BREWSTER. 

BREWSTER’S fantastic administration of 
the Department of Justice should receive 
some disciplinary attention from the next 
Congress. That of “Landaulet’” WILLIAMs 
is beginning to look respectable in compari- 
son. Of Mr. BREWSTER’sS recent remark- 
able decision holding that a dead corporation 
can assign the unearned part of its land 
grant to another corporation after the grant 
has lapsed by its own conditions, and that 
such assignment gives title and possession 
to the assignee, a San Francisco Republican 
paper, the Chronicle, says: “It is an outrage, 
and the Cabinet officer who makes such a 
ruling ought to be impeached § and 
turned out of office in disgrace.” This 
ruling has recalled aie similar act 
of BREWSTER’s, when hé was Attorney- 
General of Pennsylvania, for which act the 
then Governor ol that State is said to have 
demanded and obtained BRewsTeR’s resig- 
nation in a locked room and at the point ofa 
revolver. His official record, so far as known, 
is that of a corporation attorney and pro- 
moter of questionable jobs. His habit of em- 
ploying Congressmen and other politicians 
of “inflooence”’ to perform the duties of him- 
self and his subordinates while they devote 
themselves to private practice, is both ex- 
pensive and productive of scandals, The 
latest of these is the revelation of Congress- 
man Dick CROWLEY’s performance in the 
OrrMAN.case. The Government had recov- 
ered from OTTMAN $31,000 which he had 
received out of a package of $47,000 that had 
been stolen from the Treasurer. Whil

THE DIVORCE QUESTION. 

The frequency with which divorces are 
now granted by the courts has disposed, 
forever, of the idea that the marriage con- 
tract is indissoluble, and the present situa- 
tion of the question is that divorces are 
granted upon the mere application of the 
parties. This being the case, why is it neces- 
sary to appear in court with a lawyer and go 
through the forms ofatrial? Itis not con- 
sidered necessary for business partners who 
disagree to obtain the sanction of a circuit 
judge before dissolving their partnership, 
and there is nothing in the marriage part- 
nership which renders it more binding or 
more sacred in the eyes of the law. There 
used to be a theory that divorce could 
legally be granted only for some co- 
gent reason, and that any collusion 
to obtain a divorce by mutual consent 
was an offence to be severely rebuked, but 
that theory is obsolete. Public opinion now 
assents both to the doctrine and the practice 
which now obtain, that people who cannot 
agree in the married state are much better 
divorced; and as the discomforts of an un- 
congenial marriage are usually mutual, both 
parties are usually willing, and collusive 
divorces are no longer the exception but the 
rule. 

Of the old idea of the sanctity and indis- 
solubility of marriage; al! the law now takes 
notice of is the form of the proceedings in 
divorce cases, and these are a mere legal 
fiction and sham. The _ dissolution of 
the marriage, like the marriage _it- 
self depends merely on the consent of the 
two parties, and it is the duty of legislation 
to get rid of hypocritical shams and substi- 
tute realities for them. It would be more in 
keeping with modern ideas if the granting 
of divorce licenses were |placed on the same 
basis as marriage licenses and left in the 
hands of the Recorder. It would be simpler 
and cheaper and it would be more honest. 
Thirty years ago society in Missouri refused 
to tolerate divorce, and a special act of the 
Legislature was needed to obtain a divorce. 
To-day divorces are nearly as common as 
marriages, and no reason exists for keeping 
up.a form of law which has ceased tv have 
any meaning.

Tue question of conferring the honorary 
degree of LL.D. on Governor BUTLER con- 
tinues to agitate Harvard College, and the!

City Passenger Railroad Bill Ordered 
to Engrossment—Line of Route. 


In the Council Jast evening the award of 
the city printing to the Chronicle and West- 
liche Post was confirmed on report of the 
Committee on Ways and Means, The bill 
for opening Grana avé@hue, from Laclede 
avenue to Manchester road, was read and 


passed. Mr. Stone introduced a bill to in- 
crease the saiary of the Mullanphy 
Board secretary from $1,500 to 
2,000 per annum. The City Passenger 
Railroad Company’s bill was next taken up, 
amended and ordered to engrossment. The 
bill provides for the construction and main- 
tenance of a railway, worked by horse-power 
or electricity, with double track, from Cher- 
Okee street aud California avenue to Lemp 
avenue, Lynch street, Cambria street, thence 
single track to Sidney street and 
Second Carondelet avenue; single track 
east on Lyuch street to Lux 
street, thence north to Sidney,thence double 
track to Second Carondelet avenue, north to 
Chouteau avenue, Eighteenth street, across 
the Eighteenth street bridge north t» Wash- 
ington avenue, Nineteenth to Biddle street; 
single track on biddle to ‘Twenty-first, 
thence to O'Fallon, Twenty-tbird street to 
Cass avenue, thence to West Seventeenth, 
Hebert, West Eighteenth to Cass avenue, 
east to Twenty-fifth, thence to Carr and east 
to Nineteenth street. The rail to be 
used isa flat flange with inside width of 
three inches, one inch head and a square 
perpendicular side. Payments are to be 
inade to the city in consideration of the 
franchise, ranging from $2,000 to $10,000 per 
annum as the years advance. ‘The bill leas- 
ing a portion of the wharit to G. Gow was re- 
called. 


THE TRIPLE TRAGEDY. 


Details of the Killing of Deruntz-- 
The Girl Fatally Injured. 


The funeral of young Amiel Deruntz, 
the boy who was killed at Cedar Hill, Mo., 
by Hiram Sullens, on Sunday, took place 
to-day from his sister’s house in Carondelet 
to the Catholic Cemetery. Deruntz’ aged 


parents, who came with the body to 
Carondelet, brought some _ additional 
details of the terrible tragedy. 
Amiel and Miss McDaniel left for church 
Sunday morning, and soon after the mur- 
derer, Sullens, called at Farmer McDaniel’s 
house and asked for Martha. He had a shot- 
gun, and whien told that the girl and youn 

eruntz had left for church, he walke 

away. He was next seen crouch- 
ing at an angle where the 
road turns towards the Deruntz farm. 
Mr. Edward Armstrong and his sister saw 
him tbere as they drove home trom church. 
Following them came Deruntz and Miss Mc- 
Daniel. walking arm-in-arm, and when the 
couple arrived where Sullens was standing the 
shooting took piace, as described yesterday. 
The girl ran in the direction of Mr. Arm- 
strong’s buggy, but was shot down before 
she had taken many steps. Armstrong and 
his sister witnessed the whole affair. The 
spot was about haif a mile from the 
Deruntz house. The murdered  boy’s 
mother was _ getting dinner ready 
at the time, and when she heard the two 
shots in.such rapid succession she thought it 
was somebody hunting in the neighborhood 
and remarked pleasantly in German, “That 
fellow cannot bea very good shotif he has 
to shoot twice so quickly.” In a few min- 
utes a messenger rushed in and told the pa- 
rents of tho tragedy. Sullens ran a half a 
mile to a cluinp of woods, pursued by several 
men. ‘There he loaded his gun, put the muz- 
zie to his head, fired both barrels with a 
forked stick and literally blew his head to 
pieces, the and brains being 
scattered around for some yards. 
Miss McDaniel’s right arm is sry snat- 
tered, and physicians say that it will have 
to be amputated at the elbow. She may re-

PERJURY AND FALSEHOOD. 

In the case of Charivtte Shaw vs. John S. 
Shaw, a bill in equity to establish a result- 
ing trust in favor of plaintiff in certain real 
estate, the judgment of the lower court is 
reversed and the case remanded, Judge 
Bakewell says: ‘The testimony of plaintiff 
and defendant mainly serve, like negative 
and positive quantities, the pur- 
pose of mutual destruction. 
They leave the case very much as 
it wouid stand upon bill and answer in 
chancery proceedings, and we are left to the 
testimoay of Mrs. Koss, who is at outs with 
the defendant and a champion of the rights 
ot Miss Shaw. ‘The transaction, from which 
the trust is alleged to have arisen, was seven 
and a half years old when this suit was in- 
stituted, and neariy nine years had 
elapsed between the main  con- 
versations detailed by the witnesses 
aud the date of their evidence. The plaintiff 
kept silent for many years and until it was 
known to her that defendant had made a 
good bargain. His first propositions tu aid 
luis sister may have led to a misunderstand- 
ing. ‘The language he used may have been 
forgotten and in the course of years and the 
progress of family quarrels, a Sense that she 
had been hardly treated may have 
developed with Miss Shaw into the idea that 
she had an equitable claim and a positive, 
unequivocal promise from her prother. 
Experience teaches us that there may bea 
great deal of swearing to falsehood 
without any of the mora: guilt of perjury. 
We think that upon the well-settled princi- 
ples applicable to cases of this sort, the 
evidence on the trial does not warrant the 
decree, and we feel it to be our duty to re- 
verse the judgment and remand the case.” 
THE sCHMIDT SEDUCTION. 

The Court of nape affirmed the judg- 
mentin the case of the State against Wm. 
Schmidt. He was indicted and cenvicted for 
seductivn under promise of marriage. The 
only point made for a reversal on the lower 
courts rulings in admitting or  ex- 
cluding testimony, related to the 
proof of facts which occurred 
alter the alleged seduction. | 
Judge Lewis,says: “It is true that the prom- 
ise of marriage must appear as a means to 
the end, and not as a mere contemporary 
jact, having no influence in the sur- 
render of chastity, though such _ in- 
tluence may readily be presumed from 
the coexistence supposed. But the 
factof seduction is noless an essential ele- 
ment of the crime and must be satisfactorily 
proved. ‘I'he testimony objected to tended 
chiefly if not wholly to prove the defendant's 

frequent admissions to the prosecutrix that 

he was the father of the child. It could not 
have been proper to exclude 

such testimony because of its indirect 

teudency to show that the defendant coRtin- 

ued to stimulate hopes of marriage after the 

commission of nis crime. Some of the state- 

Ments of the prosecutrix tended to show 

that she yielded to the defendant’s solicita- 

tions from motives altogether  for- 

eign to the expectation of matrimony. 

In other parts of her _ testimony 

however, she represented her confidence in 

the defendant’s promises as the cause of her 
fall. On a certain holiday the defendant 
and prosecutrix, with threeor four other 

young persons of both sexes, were sitting 
around a tablein a public park when the 
conversation turned upon a proposed ex- 
eursion to Chicago. The defendant declared 
that he and the prosecutrix would marry in 

that city on the following Saturday, and re- 

quested the others of the party to go along‘ 
with them as witnesses of the ceremony. 

One of the party testified that he only con- 
sidered. the matter as a_ joke. hen 
the party broke up at Mhidnigbt the 
defendant and ae left together, 

and at the door of her home the defendant’s 
solicitations began. The girl refused to ad- 
mit him into the house, and they took a 
walk. It may be admitted that some minds 
would reach a conclusion from this outline 
of the girl’s story that the taik 
about marriage was mere  badi- 
nage; that neither party considered 

itas havingany serious effect or purpose 

that the absence of any ghd bmg proposal 

or understanding rendered it tou absolutely 

trivial for any woman’s acceptance as a con- 
sideration for the surrender of what she 

holds as most precious to her fame, 

and that the capitulation followed 

too closely upon the heels of a mere frivol- 
ity. Whatever may be our personal impres- 

sions from the testimony, we can 

not in such a case invade the _ pro- 
vince of the jury to reverse their finding.” 

PAROLE TESTIMONY 

In the case ofjLiebke et al., vs. Methudy et 
al.,.the Court of Appeals holds thatin case 
of a written contract for the sale of jogs 
whieh the purchasers had never seen, and 
which were bought upon the representations 

of the sellers as to the quantity of lumber, 

they would each produce parole testimony,it 
is competent to show what representations 
the sellers did make as to the quantity of 
lumber, the logs would produce 
in an action for a reach of 
warranty as to quantity of lumber produced. 

Such testimony does not contradict or vary 
the written contract, but is admitted for the 
purpose of proving a part of the contract 
which was not reduced to writing.

The Missouri Pacific and Its Change 
of Gauge. 


ee ee 
‘Columbus Did Not Make That Ege Stand 
on End"—Interesting Incidents—The His- 
tory of the Great Railroad of the State. 


St. Louris, May 29, 1883. 
To the Editor of thé Post-Dispaten: 

In the Post-DispaAtcu of the 12th inst., 
there is an article written by R. S. Elliott, 
Esq., about ‘‘Our First Railroads,”’ in wich 
you give an account of how and by whem 
the gauge of the Pacific Railroad was 


changed, as follows: 

A feW years later Mr. Garrison surmounted a 
great difficulty in a way entirely orginal. The 
gauye of the Missouri Pacifie was five atid a haif 
feet, and the question was, Low to change it with- 
out stopping the business of the road? 

Columbus set the egg on end, and then every- 
body knew how to do it. Mr. Garrison’s plan 
Was so simple that we all wondered why we had 
not thought of it before. He changed the entire 
liné,and had it ready for the cars ib tweive 
hours! Men were placed on the track, from end 
to end, to drive the inner row of spikes for the 
new gauge (one rail to be lett undisturbed), and 
then early one morning the oid inner spikes were 
arawn, simultaneously almost, along the whole 
jine—the rali was moved over and spiked in place! 
It was done on the Fourth of July, and the act 
was worthy of the day. Engines and cars of the 
proper gauge having been provided, the road was 
again in operation with the loss of jess than a day. 
iwo hundred and eighty-three miles of track had 
been reduced from a gauge of five feet six inches 
to the standard guage of tour feet eight and a half 
inches, 

Now the above account of what was, at 
the time it was done, considered a “‘big 
thing,” and which was fully described in the 
Missouri Democrat the hext day, but is now 
nearly forgotten, is so grossiy incorrect 
in every particular, and as it is to go into 
his proposed book of ‘‘Personal Memoirs and 
Recollections,”’ and thus pass into history, it 
is due to the “Truth of History” that it 
should be correeted. So please permit us to 
point out the inaccuracies and give a true 
account. The inaccuracies are: 

1. The Pacific Railroad was not the first 
one the gauge of which was changed. 

2. Its gauge was not changed in twelve 


hours. 

3. Its gauge was not changed in the way 
you describe. 

4. It was not changed on the 4th of July. 

5. It was not changed to gauge of 4 feet 
8% inches, 

6. lt was not changed by Daniel R. Garri- 
son atall, that gentleman having had noth- 
ing whatever to do with either the planning 
or execution of the work. 

The true history of this work is simply 
this: 

The Pacific Railroad Company, at the in- 
stance, it was said, of the late ‘Thomas Allen, 
its first president, adopted five feet six incites 
as the gauge of their road, and afterwards 
got the Legislature to pass a law requiring 
all the rails of the state, ere the fanni- 
bai and St. Joseph), to adupt the same gauge. 
So the North Missouri and the iren Moun- 
tain. and the South Pacific, (now the St. 
Louis and San Francisev) Railroads, were all! 
originally laid to the same gauge; aflerwards 
tie railroads of Lilinois and Lndiana, (except 
the Ohio and Mississippi),and the Kausas Pa- 
cific, on the west, were bulit with a guage of 
four feet eightand a half inches. Lhe Mis- 
souri gauge Was difierent from any other in 
the United States (Canada had the same), 
and it was soon found to be inconvenieut 
and obstructive in the interchange of busi- 
ness With other roads, and that it would 
have to be changed. The North Missouri 
hailroad managers were the _ first 
to see this, and in the summer of 
1867, under the management of Isaac H. 
Sturgeon, then presideat of that company. 
the gauge of that road, so far as they uilt, 
from St. Louis to Macon City, 167% miles, 
was changed to4 feet 84% inches, tne same 
gauge as the Hannibal and St. Joseph Rail- 
road and the lowa roads, with which it was 
to connect. Itis believed this was the first 
railrgad in the United States to have its 
gauge changed, as it certainiy was the first 
in Missouri, cud Mr. Sturgeon is fairiy enti- 
tied to the credit oi being one of the irst, if 
not the first, railroad manager to see the er- 
ror of the 5-feet 6-inch gauge, and to cor- 
rect it. 

ln 1868 the directors of the Missouri Pa- 
citic Railroad decided io havethe gauge of 
that road changed. At that time the read 
was under the manpagement of Henry VL. 
Moore, chief engineer and_ general superin- 
tendent, assisted by John L. Hinckley, now 
superiutendent of tae Cairo Short Line Rail- 
road, and Beriah Warren, in charge of the 


motive power and rolling stock, now em- 
ployed in the same capacity on the Indiana, 
Bloomington and Western Railroad, and on 
these gentlemen devolved the labor and re- 
sponsivility of making the change, and the 
credit ior doing the work in one day, &3 Was 
done, Certainly belongs to them. 

Ali of the railroads in Onio except the 
Marietta and Cincinnati, and Audantic and 
Great Western were laid originally witli a 
gauge of 4 feet 10 inches, while ail in Peun- 
sylvania and New York, on the east, except 
the Erie, and the Atlantic and Great West- 
ern, and in indiana ana Liiinois, on the west 
of Uhio, except the Ohio and Mississippi, 
had the 4 feet 8% inches pauge. It was de- 
sirable to have a gauge whose cars could be 
used on both of thesé gauges, so the Penn- 
syivania Railroad Company, whose track 
was originally 4 feet 8% inches, decided to 
adopt a compromise gauge of 4 feet 9 inches, 
and has since changed Fin g Bay its maio 
line, and ail of its branches leased lines, 
and all lines controlled it, to this new 
gauge, now known rf the “Pennsylvania 
gauge,” which has since been adopted by 
many of the railroads of the West. This 
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was changed two gears later, were changed 
to the same gauge. and most of the Ohio 
roads now have tne same. 

Ditring the winters of 1868-9, and spring of 
1869, the work of rebuilding engines and car 
trucks Was vigorottsiy proseented in the 
St. Louis shops of the company, and forty 
new engines, built for the new gauge, 
were received at St. Louis, and the prepara- 
tory work on the track was prosecuted over 
the entire road, from St. Louis to Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, 309 miles. It was deter- 
mined vy the nen in charge of the work that 
it could and should be dune in ene day, and 
as it wasimportant to the public interest 
to have no interruption of mails west of St. 
Louis, it was decided to make the change on 
Sunday, on Which dav no mails were ther 
carried on the Paciltic Road. At that time 
it was believed by many that the change 
couid not be made in Orie day, and most per- 
sons thought it wouid be geod work to do it 
im one week. The late James Harrison, 
then one of the most active direetors of the 
company, said he theught it might be done 
in four days, but that wouid be a very short 
time. 

When everything was got ready. and as 
much of the prepatatory work was done as 
possibile, Sunday, July 16, 1869, was named 
as the day on which the change shouid be 
made. ‘Ihe plan was toecollject and put upon 
each section of five miles of the road a iorce 
of men sutlicient to change that section in 
one day, andif that could be done, thea the 
whole work would be done. By a good deal 
of effort this was done, and on the morning 
of the day appointed, at four o'clock, tie 
work on most of the sections was ¢om- 
menced, and about é¢ight o'clock in the 
evening of the same day, or in sixteen 
hours, the work was done, and the gauge 
of the road was changed to 4 feet 9 inches. 
A premium was olfered to the foreman who 
first compieted his section and each man who 
worked was paid for two days’ work. Most 
of the sections were changed before noon, 
but Shere was adelay in getting the last 
wide-gauge train into St. Louis in the morn- 
ing, so that it was half-past two o’clock be- 
fore the change Was commenced at St. Louis. 
About 2,600 men in all were engagad in the 
work that day. Mr. Garrison and some other 
guests were invited to ride out on a narrow- 
gauge engine on the changed track that day, 
and he did ride outas far as Franklin, which is 
all he had to do with changing the gauge of 
the Missouri Pacific railroad.

A BEAUTY’S RAGE, 


Facts in the Early History of Dona 
Paz Monasterio, 
(From a Chillan Paper.) 

The following are the antecedents 
of Mme. Monasterio, who lately figured 
in a Paris court in an effort to confine her 
daughter inalunatic asylum: Somewhere 
about 1835 the Monasterio family lived on the 
Cerro Alegre,“ in the third house of the es- 
planade known by the name of Monte Alezre, 


a magnificient spot which overlooks the bay 
and much of the city. At that period foreign 
families commenced to settie on the green 
spots of those heights, which, at this day, are 
one prolonged garden with rows of happy 
mansions whose dwellers speak = the 
Teutonic and Saxon tongues, and rarely the 
Castilian. Dona Paz Timotea Planas was 
a tall, fair and high-spirited lady, who wouid 
have passed for beautiful, with her jet black 
hair and palish complexion, had there not 
been in her features, which taken separately 
were handsome, a something hard and harsh 
which imparted an appearance to her coun- 
tenance that frightened the servants when 
anger took possession of her. In the year 
referred to the hatred springing from thie

With or without 
cause, the servants and neighbors of Dona Paz 
looked upon her as Spanish, and they never 
mentioned her by any other title than “‘La 


her servants pay dearly, fur whenever she 
caught them, beating them and kicking 
them out of doors. Those whoknew Dona 
Paz in those days say that when anger took 
possession of her she underwent a complete 
metamorphosis. When tired of shouting 
and of running about the house likea wild 
beast wounded inits lair, her voice hoarse 
aud barely articulate, her countenance com- 
pletely changed, and alone, for her anger 
made every body fly, Dona Paz would take to 
her bed, where she would lie three, 
four and five days without per- 
mitting a soul to approach her, or 
even speak to her, except an old servant 
named Maria, who suffered her mistress’ ill 
temper with incredible patience. ‘The hus- 
band of Dona Paz, who was an Argentine 
and an konorabie merchant of this city, 
named Tomas Monasterio, also came in for 
his share at the hands of that terrible wom- 
an, Who no svoner espied ber consort than 
she would hurl at him tin plates, tumblers 
and everything within her reach, until Don 
Tomaso was fain to fly from the house, when 
Dona Paz wouid vomit forth a volley of in- 
sults which the servants used to say made 
them stop up both ears. Where did this 
woman come trom? Had she any rel- 
atives living? It is still remeinbered 
that in some of her quarrels with Dn 
Tomas he _ replied to her insults, and 
endeavored to make her hold ber peace, by 
reminding her that he had rescued her from 
poverty and misery, aud that on this ac- 
count, if for no other. she ought to trgat him 
with greater respect and consideration.’ It 
isalso known that Dona Paz was of very 
humble bitth; and the chroniclers of those 
times say that she was the daughter of a 
Spanish huckster who disappeared during 
the war of independence and was never 
heard of afterwards, Nevertheless, Don 
Tomas’ fortune and position as merchant 
enabied him and bis wife to movein the 
best of society. They had three children, 
two sofs and a daughter, The _ eldest, 
named Adolfo, died in Valparaiso. The fate 
of the other son, Tomas, is unknown, and 
the daughter is the lady who has been 
forcibly placed in aprivaté asylum for the 
insane by her own mother and her natural 
brother, Charles Lafiette. Don Tomas Mon- 
asterio died in Chilli, how, wheu or of what 
illness is not known, jeaving a large fortune, 
the exact amountof which can not be ascer- 
tained just now, and his widow and chiidren 
went to Lunache, where they purchased a 
handsome quinta, At this point Dona Timo- 
tea Planas de Monasterio disappears from 
view to reappear thirty years later ina 
French tribunal, accused of a crime, or rath- 
er of various serious and scandalous crimes.

The Czar’s Throne and Crown.

The cullation in the Diamond Hall will be 
attended only by the highest dignitaries of 
the church and military and civil services. 
‘Their majesties will not sit at table, but will 
be served sitting ona throne and in their 
coronation robes. The throne, which will 
be placed in the Diamond Hall, was designed 
by Gen. Filimonotf. Itis mainly of dark 
oak, carved ina pattern composed of lotus 
leaves, and its comparative siinplicity is not 
in keeping with the Byzantine magnificence 
of the Granovitaia Palata; but its sombre 
eifect is somewhat relieved by rich gold 
hangings, and especially by a superb piece 
of cloth of gold, forming the back of the 
throne, which is embroidered with the royal 
arms. The regalia to be used vn the 27th of 
May represent, a very considerable sum of 
money. 

The crowns to be placed on the heads of 
the Emperor and Empress, the two collars of 
St. Andrew, and the globe and hoggere are 
said to be worth about £400,000. he Em- 
peror’s crown was made for Catharine LL, 
and has done service at five coronations, it 
is set with fifty large diamonds, and 4,878 
brilliants, as well as fifty-four magnificent 

The sceptre is adorned with the fa- 
mous Orloff diamond, and the globe is set 
witha sapphire of rare size and beauty. One 
of the most remarkable events succeeding 
the coronation will the consecration of 
the Church of Our Savior of Moscow, which 
Alexander I, began to build in commemora-

THE COMING MAN, 


What Evolation Wiil Make Out of the 
Lord of Creation. 
From the Nineteenth Century. 

The man of the future—that mvsterious 
being who will look across a dim gulf of 
time upon imperfect humanity of tho nine- 
teenth century with just such kindly and 
half-incredulous scorn as we now econde- 
scend to bestow upon our elub-wielding ape- 
like ancesters—will be a toothless, bairless; 
slow-limbed animal, ineapable of extended 
locomotion. His feet wiil have no division 
between the toes. Ile will be very averse to 
fighting, and will maintain his position in 
the foremost files of time to come solely 
upon the strength of one or two econvolu- 
tions in his brain. This may seem to be 
poor prophecy; but it differs from most 
propheeies in being a mere logical deduction 
from aceomplished facts. 

fhe different parts of the human frame as 
it exists now have been evolved or modified 
by the action of the two great principles that 
have always regulated the development of 
species. Every organ and every ornament 
that man possesses has been acquired by 
natural Or sexual selection, and when either 
of these forces is weakened or removed, vr 
when the necessity for such organs or orna- 
ments is no longer sufficient to counterbal- 
ance the loss of the power employed in their 
production, then they commence at once to 
disappear. This is the ease with human 
teeth. The early ancestors of man were fur- 
nished, as the male gorilla is to-day, 
with magnilicent grinding teeth for 
crushing hard fruit, and huge canines for 
fighting with other males for the pussession 
ot the feinales. A trace of this remains in 
the more powerful dentition of savage races, 
who stand a snort distauce nearer to our 
common ape like ancestors. Civilized human 
beings, on the other hand, have absolutely 
no use for Ganine teeth, which are, therefore, 
found to be smallin proportion to the civil- 
ization of their possessors; and for the rest 
of the teeth, they are eminently unsuited for 
the part they have to perform. This is 
sufficiently*plain from their decay, and the 
artificial means which have to be empioyed 
in order to retain themeven to niaturity. 
The so-called **wisdum teetli’” are even now 
being lost. ‘They are the last toappear and 
the first to go, and even while we have them 
they are unemployed. The rest will prob- 
ably follow them two ata time, and tlieir 
places will be supplied, no doubt, by a hard- 
ening of the guins, which can not fail to be 
incomparably more convenient and suitable 
to the viands of life. 

Long hair, beard, mustache and whiskers 
are all sexual ornaments acquifed by man to 
charm and allure the opposite sex, just as the 
canine teeth: were acquired to fight for a sim- 
ilar purpose. But neither is sexual selection 
so powerful now, nor are thesé hairy orna- 
ments so important as they used tobe. Mar- 
riage is no longer settied by the strength or 
magniticent hairiness of the suitor, Wealth 
will eever the baid head; intellect is more 
valued than whiskers, and the length of the 
rent-rolil couuterbalances the sliortnhess of a 
beard. A woman, too, Who has buta scanty 
supply of tnat ancient “pride of a woinan’’— 
long hair—can eke it out by fraud and ar 
nor need slie go unwedded on tha 
account. Neither men nor wo- 
men, therecore, who happen to 
be ill-furnished with hair aré now, as for- 
merly, handicapped in the race of life, and 
unlikely to leave children to inherit thei 
defects. On the other hand they gain a dis- 
tinct advantage at the Olitsét inasiiuch as no 
vital force is in their case Wasted in the pro- 
duction of useless ornainents. There is 
mureover, a mysterious law of cofrelation o 
growth between the hair aud teeth. Through- 
out the animal world strong aod luxuriant 
hair is accompanied by reguiar and durable 
teeth: and a hairless breed of dugs exists 
which is equally conspicuous for the absence 
of its teeth. Hence it might have been ex- 
pected tliat civilization Would affect the hair 
as much as the teeth, and Infallibly tend to 
suppress all hirsute adornments as not be- 
ing sufticieutly necessary to the welfare of 
the individual to repay the cost of their pro- 
duction. Experience confirms this view;
